Mountie got off good shot: Expert 


RCMP Const. Leo Johnston 
was likely already shot, 
bleeding, and on his back 
dying — his colleagues 
falling all around — as 
James Roszko sprayed the 
steel shed they were in with 
gunfire. 

But the 32-year-old ace 
marksman from Lac La 
Biche, Alta., still managed 
to draw his gun, aim at 
Roszko and fire. 

“The bullet (hitting 
Roszko) came up at quite an 
angle,” firearms expert 
Bruce Gunn testified yester¬ 
day at the fatality inquiry 


into the Mayerthorpe 
Mountie shootings. 

“It looked like Const. 
Johnston had been lying 
down when he took that 
shot.” 

Outside court, RCMP 
Supt. Brian Simpson said re¬ 
gardless of the outcome, 
Johnston set an example. 

“The warrior spirit, fight¬ 
ing to the end, trying to 
save himself, trying to save 
his fellow officers and do¬ 
ing what he could under ex¬ 
treme circumstances,” said 
Simpson, who is represent¬ 
ing the Alberta RCMP at the 


hearing. 

Gunn told the testimony 
that Johnston’s shot at 
Roszko was true — right in 
the centre mass of the sus¬ 
pect, where police are 
taught to aim. 

But the bullet hit the 
one spot on Roszko where 
he was protected by a 9-mm 
Beretta semi-automatic pis¬ 
tol tucked in his waistband, 
said Gunn. 

The shot damaged the 
butt and sent bullet frag¬ 
ments pinging harmlessly 
away.

“We have asked the Mex¬ 
ican ambassador not only 
to look at (this case) but 
we’ve asked him to set an 
inquiiy in place,” Foreign 
Affairs Minister Lawrence 
Cannon said yesterday. 

Rebecca Rutland, 41, 
told the CBC she was vaca¬ 
tioning in Playa del 
Carmen when a confronta¬ 
tion broke out between 
Mexican officers and her fi¬ 
ance, Richard Coleman, 51. 
Rutland said she was taken 
to the police station and 
raped by two officers while 


a supervisor looked on. 

Coleman said he learned 
about Rutland’s alleged 
rape from fellow inmates 
and then tried to kill him¬ 
self, hoping the act would 
draw attention to his part¬ 
ner’s plight. 

Mexican authorities said 
yesterday that Rutland and 
Coleman were intoxicated 
and “started a fight and at¬ 
tacked each other.” They 
hit a car whose driver 
requested the assistance of 
the police, the Embassy of 
Mexico in Canada said. 

Rutland filed a 
complaint at the district at¬ 
torney’s office after her re¬ 
lease from jail and a formal 
investigation “immediately 
began,” the embassy said.

Dozens killed 
in Iraq blast 

BAGHDAD. A suicide 
bomber killed 52 people 
among a crowd of police 
recruits in Saddam Hus¬ 
sein’s hometown yester¬ 
day, shattering a 
two-month lull in major 
attacks and spurring calls 
to keep the American 
military in Iraq beyond 
2011. 

It was the second time 
in three days that efforts 
to bolster Iraqi police and 
army soldiers have back¬ 
fired. The violence under¬ 
scores persistent gaps in 
the security forces’ abili¬ 
ty to protect the countiy, 
despite seven years and 
$22 billion US in training 
and equipment provided 
by the U.S. 

In addition to the 52 
dead, 150 people were 
wounded, authorities 
said. 

Loudspeakers from the 
city’s mosques implored 
people to donate blood 
for the wounded. A 
grenade that had not ex¬ 


ploded was found near 
the scene.

O Bank of Canada warned credit market has become 
overheated O Worried about loonie at parity with U.S. dollar 


The Bank of Canada says 
the economic recovery has 
gathered strength both at 
home and abroad, but not 
enough to encourage it to 
start raising interest rates 
from their current ultra-low 
levels. The central bank 
kept its trendsetting 
overnight rate at one per 
cent yesterday, the third 
time it has done so since 
September — and gave no 
clear indication as to when 
it might start tightening 
again. 

The bank did say the re¬ 
covery is proceeding at a 
faster pace than it anticipat¬ 
ed, particularly the U.S., but 


cited ongoing risks, includ¬ 
ing sovereign debt difficul¬ 
ties in Europe and weak 
finances of international 
banks. It upgraded Cana¬ 
da’s economic growth fore¬ 
cast to 2.4 per cent this year 
and 2.8 per cent next, 
slightly better than its last 
projection in October. 

But economists had ex¬ 
pected an even bigger revi¬ 
sion, given that commodity 
prices had rebounded and 
the U.S. appears set for a 
much stronger year thanks 
to new policy initiatives to 
stimulate growth. 

“It’s a little more dovish 
than we would have ex-

Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
was a great man. 

I mean, he has his own holi¬ 
day, observed across the 
U.S. this past Monday. Any¬ 
one responsible for a long 
weekend is great by defini¬ 
tion. 

Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. was 
a giant in the field of human 
rights, winner of the Nobel 
Peace Prize and a great orator. 

I really admire King, but he’s 
kind of hard to live up to. 

For example, he said: “Injus¬ 
tice anywhere is a threat to jus¬ 
tice eveiywhere.” He wrote that 
from a jail in Birmingham, Ala., 
into which he was thrown for 
non-violent protest on behalf of 
African-American rights. 

He also said: “I submit to you 
that if a man hasn’t discovered 
something he will die for, he 


isn’t fit to live.” 

I wonder how many of us 
woke up this morning dedicated 
to that idea.

“Life’s most per¬ 
sistent and urgent 
question is: What 
are you doing for 
others?” 

Sometimes I 
wish King had less 
to say. 

I guess the 
beginning of a new 
year is always a 
good time to 
review what you’re 
willing to die for or what you’re 
doing for others, instead of the 
usual guff about diet and 
exercise. 

I’ll get back to you on the first 
one. 

As for the second one, I could 


argue that this column is one 
thing I’m doing for others, but 
others could (and do) argue that 
it’s one thing I’m doing TO oth¬ 
ers. 

Actually, I 
found the quote 
about life’s most 
persistent and ur¬ 
gent question on a 
website called Peo¬ 
ple United, a little 
outfit in 
Canterbuiy, 
England, which is 
exclusively 
dedicated to some¬ 
thing called kind¬ 
ness: “We believe that being land 
to one another is fundamental to 
making the world a better place.” 

As mission statements go, it’s 
hard to dispute. Kindness, appar¬ 
ently, “grows trust, friendship, 
and a common sense of commu¬ 


nity.” A lack of kindness “breeds 
intolerance, injustice and inhu¬ 
manity,” all stuff King did not ap¬ 
prove of. 

It’s something we can all do. A 
little kindness won’t, um, kill us. 

People United’s recipe for 
kindness: “From a neighbourly 
smile and a helping hand to on¬ 
going ethical conduct and active 
altruism, kindness is 
demonstrated in many different 
ways.”

Today, I’m following Step 1: 
The “neighbourly smile.” It’s a 
long way from “active altruism,” 
but I need to start somewhere. 

Hey, Dr. King! I have a dream, 
too ... of sorts.

Just up the 
coast from

Puerto Val- 
larta sits a 
city known as Mexico’s 
“Pearl of the Pacific.” 

Little Mazatlan has 
everything you could ever 
want in a Mexican resort 
destination. 

The city’s Golden Zone 
features 10 miles of unin¬ 
terrupted beaches, and in 
some areas the waves are 
high enough to attract lo¬ 
cal and visiting surfers. 
During a day tour of the 


nearby Sierra Madre Moun¬ 
tains, I was fascinated to 
catch a glimpse of real 
Mexican culture in a re¬ 
mote village at the foot of 
the beautiful mountains. 

While strolling through 
this town, which dates 
back to the 16th centuiy, I 
came across a church in the 
middle of nowhere decorat¬ 
ed with a beautiful baroque 
facade and elaborately dec¬ 
orated columns. 

The local people 
couldn’t have been more 
easy going and friendly ei¬ 
ther. 

All this relaxed culture 
even inspired me to par¬ 
take in another famous lo¬ 
cal tradition: the weekly 
bullfight at the Plaza De 
Toros Monumentual. 

This, I admit, was a mis¬ 
take. These authentic bull¬ 
fights are not for the 
faint-hearted. In fact, they 


aren’t for the strong-heart¬ 
ed either. 

Be warned, this is a very 
violent, and bloody event, 
that never ends well for the 
poor bull. Surveying the au¬ 
dience of mostly thrilled lo¬ 
cals, I noticed I wasn’t the 
only shocked tourist in the 
crowded arena. 

Still, sacrificing bulls is a 
longstanding tradition dat¬ 
ing back to prehistoric 
times in Europe, and it’s 


nice to know the poor bull 
isn’t wasted. 

Spectators are invited to 
attend a post bullfight bar¬ 
becue afterwards. I confess, 
I couldn’t quite bring my¬ 
self to attend that celebra¬ 
tion. 

I was happy to retreat to 
an unbroken stretch of 
golden sand in an area fa¬ 
mous for its perpetual sum¬ 
mer-like weather. Who 
needs bullfighting?

Here are some other 
cool things to do in 
Mazatlan. 

Hang Out at Joe’s 
Oyster Bar. This is the 
most fun and famous 
bar in the city. Located 
right on the beach, 
you can gaze out on 
the bay of Mazatlan 
and party the night 
away.

A thickset man with beefy 
arms struggles and strains 
as he tries to heave the 
metal rod out of the glass 
jar full of what looks like 
molasses, only thicker.

He grunts a few times, 
pulls the rod a couple cen¬ 
timetres further out of the 
black gunk, then gives up 
and turns around to his 
wife and son. 

“Now that's viscosity,” 
he says, impressed. 

Nearby, another family 
is being impressed by the 
front end of an enormous 
dump truck that has 
wheels twice the height of 
a man. Outside the build¬ 
ing sits giant machinery 
that is, well, impressive. 

At what is probably Al¬ 
berta's most controversial 
museum, it's all about the 
wow. 

“A lot of visitors are 
amazed,” says Nancy 
Dodsworth, director of the 
Oilsands Discovery Centre 
in Fort McMurray, Alta., 
less than an hour's drive 
from the massive industri¬ 
al developments them¬ 
selves. “They're wowed by 
the size of things.” 

If you want to get up 
close and personal with 
the energy resource that is 


either Canada's economic 
future or its environmen¬ 
tal shame, depending on 
who's talking, the Discov¬ 
ery Centre is the place. 

Here, you can actually 
pick up some oilsands and 
roll it around in your fin¬ 
gers — less gooey than 
you might think, but it 


does stain. You can bend 
down and sniff the stuff, 
savouring the petrochemi¬ 
cal pong somewhere be¬ 
tween tar and gasoline. 

You can get a demon¬ 
stration of how the bitu¬ 
men (the viscous, black 
stuff in the jar) is separat¬ 
ed from the sand. You can 


climb into the driver's seat 
of a dump truck taller 
than many homes and pre¬ 
tend you're churning 
down the haul road with a 
full load. 

“It's an overall introduc¬ 
tion to the oilsands experi¬ 
ence,” says Dodsworth.

Among the hundreds of 
British firms hoping for a 
boost in business because 
of April’s royal wedding is 
Celebrity Planet, a London- 
based travel company offer¬ 
ing a tour of sites with links 


to Prince William and his fi¬ 
ancee, Kate Middleton. 

The two-hour amble 
through a wealthy swath of 
London charts the highs 
and lows of the royal ro¬ 
mance as breathlessly re¬ 
ported in the U.K.’s tireless 
tabloid media. One of the 
first stops is a branch of Jig¬ 
saw, the clothing chain 
where Middleton was work¬ 
ing as a part-time acces¬ 


sories buyer in 2007 when 
William got cold feet and 
broke off their relationship. 

“It was while she was 
working here that she got 
the dreaded call from 
Prince William saying he 
just wasn’t that interested,” 
said tour guide Hana 
Umezawa, 25. “She burst in¬ 
to tears in front of all her 
colleagues.” 

More insights are on 
hand down the road out¬ 
side Mahilci, a nightclub 
favoured by the young and 
wealthy, and by paparazzi 
hoping to see them behav¬ 
ing badly — and where 
tabloids reported Prince 
William racked up a bar bill 
of 11,000 pounds in a week 
after the break-up. 

Fortunately for the 
British economy, by the end 
of 2007 the on-off romance 
that began when the couple 
were students at St. An¬ 
drew’s University was on 
again. 

The announcement of 
their engagement in No¬ 
vember unleashed a flood 
of business opportunities. 
Mills and potteries from 
China to Stoke-on-Trent 
have produced vast vol¬ 
umes of plates, tea towels 
and other commemorative 
trinkets. 

Tourist authority Visit 
Britain expects a surge in 
visitors this year because of 
the wedding, and airlines 
have already reported a 
boost in bookings out of the 
country for what will be a 


long weekend for most 
Britons. The government 
has made the day of the 
wedding — Friday, April 29 

— a public holiday. 

Neil Saunders, consult¬ 
ing director at retail ana¬ 
lysts Verdict, has estimated 
the economic kick from the 
wedding could reach 620 
million pounds (C$1 bil¬ 
lion). 

The royal tour is a new 
offering for Celebrity Plan¬ 
et, which runs “celebrity 
and pop-culture tours” in 
London, New York and sev¬ 
eral European cities. Its 
most popular London offer¬ 
ings include a Beatles walk 
and tours devoted to Harry 
Potter and Jack the Ripper. 

The Kate and William 
walk stops at London land¬ 
marks like St. James’s 
Palace — the residence of 
Princes William and Harry 

— and Westminster Abbey, 
where the prince and Mid¬ 
dleton will be married by 
the Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury in front of more than 
2,000 guests. 

There are also lesser- 
known spots like jeweller 
Garrard, where William’s 
father, Prince Charles, 
bought a diamond and sap¬ 
phire engagement ring for 
his intended, Lady Diana 
Spencer.

Miseiy loves company, and 
for some companies -- 
where bad moods fester 
like a corporate curse - 
the feeling appears mutu¬ 
al. 

In this, our aggravating 
third year in the economic 
doldrums, career counsel¬ 
lors say all too many busi¬ 
nesses are fixating on their 
bottom line, while their 
worker morale bottoms 
out. 

Which is ruinous, life 
coach Christiane Turn- 
heim says, because compa¬ 
nies that let their office 
vibe devolve into a passive 
aggressive crabapple brawl 
lose more than their sense 
of patience or humour. 
They lose clients, sales, 
hours eveiyday worth of 
productivity, and eventual¬ 
ly, those employees them¬ 


selves. 

“The jobs people really 
like are the ones where 
they get positive feedback, 
either from customers, co¬ 
workers or management,” 
the Massachusetts-based 
career coach and Psycholo¬ 
gy professor says. “Very of¬ 
ten, co-workers may not 
work up to their potential 
because they feel that no¬ 
body notices, recognizes, 
or appreciates them.” 

If you find yourself, a re¬ 
lentless optimist, trapped 
in an office where the so¬ 
cial thermostat seems 
snagged on ‘frigid,’ be real¬ 
istic about how much 
warmth you can bring into 
the workplace. 

“You can’t change your 
boss, and you can’t change 
the culture in your organi¬ 
zation,” explains Barbara 
Glanz, author of 180 Ways 
to Spread Contagious En¬ 
thusiasm. “All you can 


change are your interac¬ 
tions in your own sphere.” 

That said, a few mere 
minutes of personable 
chitchat between col¬ 
leagues, she says, can leave 
a mood-boosting half-life 
that lasts all day. 

“Create a human level 
connection,” Glanz advis¬ 
es. “Look people in the 
eye, listen to what they 
say, remember their name, 
connect with them.” 

And don’t be afraid to 
let the conversation wan¬ 
der off-campus. 

“Talk to them about 
something other than 
business, to say ‘I see you 
as a human being,”’ Glanz 
adds. 

If your water cooler dia¬ 
logue consistently fails to 
escape the gravity of com¬ 
pany gossip and dreary 
shop talk, institutionalize 
some small talk, Glanz rec¬ 
ommends.

SLOPPY SEND-OFF ENDS IN A LAWSUIT 


E mployee miscon¬ 
duct may be pres¬ 
ent but in Canadian 
workplace law it 
seldom matters if an em¬ 
ployer does not act fairly 
toward its employee. UPS 
learned this the hard way 
in its recent termination of 
a long term employee. 

21-year company veter¬ 
an Wally Lysecky was only 
a few years away from re¬ 
tirement when UPS sus¬ 
pected he was accepting 
kickbacks and, without 
warning, suspended him 


from work pending an in¬ 
vestigation. 

UPS quickly investigat¬ 
ed but was unable to find 
any actual evidence of a 
theft or fraud. Despite 
this, it fired Lysecky any¬ 
way, believing he must 
have been involved in 
some form of wrongdoing. 
By then, rumours were fly¬ 
ing that Lysecky had been 
fired for stealing the com¬ 
pany’s money and, despite 
its investigation that 
showed otherwise, UPS did 
nothing to stop them. 


At trial, the Court found 
that UPS conducted a per¬ 
functory investigation, 
meaning that Lysecky’s 
fate had been condemned 
even before the investiga¬ 
tion began. Since UPS sus¬ 
pected a fraud, its 
investigation pre-supposed 
that Lysecky was part of it. 
When the evidence exon¬ 
erated Lysecky from fraud, 
UPS continued to blame 
him for it anyway. 

In finding that UPS did 
not conduct a neutral in¬ 
vestigation, the court over¬ 


turned Lysecky’s termina¬ 
tion, awarding him almost 
one year’s salary. It then 
penalized UPS for its han¬ 
dling of the matter by 
awarding Lysecky an addi¬ 
tional $20,000 for damages 
to his reputation. 

UPS failed to “get it 
right” before pulling the 
trigger and it cost them. 
The difference between a 
neutral investigation and 
one with the appearance 
of bias often makes the dif¬ 
ference at trial. There are 
clear lessons for both em¬ 


ployers and employees: 

- Workplace investiga¬ 
tions should be conducted 
by a neutral third party in¬ 
vestigator, or a lawyer re¬ 
tained for that purpose, 
not a human resources 
representative. Even the 
appearance of partiality 
can undo the results. 

- Employers should re¬ 
sist taking any adverse 
steps against an employee 
suspected of fraud, as 
tempting as it may be, un¬ 
til the investigation is 
complete.

Very few educational insti¬ 
tutions really attempt to 
work out what are the dis¬ 
tinctive characteristics of 
this kind of learning at a 
post-compulsory level. 

Creativity, for example, 
needs not just concentrat¬ 
ed thinking and doing, but 
also opportunities for dis¬ 
traction and “mindless¬ 



ness” — that is where ideas 
develop unconsciously. 

What surprised you as you 
worked on this book? 

The ideas going around 
were very basic — that if 
an environment looked 
“fun,” then somehow fun 
and learning would auto¬ 
matically take place in it. 

One of the key argu¬ 
ments in the book is that 


learning is a complicated 
process, where the interac¬ 
tion between student, 
teacher, place and context 
cannot be separated out. 

When did you first think 
about the physical 
architecture of the classroom? 

I was attempting to make a 
tree out of plasticine in pri¬ 
mary school. The teacher 
insisted that I make it out 
of one round blob, stuck on 
top of a fat cylinder shape. 
This, I felt sure, was not 
what a tree looked like. 

I did not want to be a 
passive consumer of what 
teachers told me. 

When I went to architec¬ 
tural school, we were ex¬ 
pected to design modernist 
buildings with glass facades 
and exposed concrete; I 
didn’t see why that was the 
most appropriate form for 
human occupation.

O Studies show that grade retention - or failing - can 
be highly detrimental to a student’s overall success 


Grade retention, also called 
‘failing,’ means that a stu¬ 
dent is required to repeat 
the same grade due to lack 
of achievement. 

Research over the past 
100 years has shown that 
grade retention does not 
benefit students having aca¬ 
demic or social adjustment 
difficulties compared to 
similar students who are 
not held back to repeat a 
grade. In fact, grade reten¬ 
tion has consistently been 
associated with negative 
outcomes. 

• Students who are re¬ 
quired to repeat a grade are 
more likely to drop out of 


high school and less likely 
to attend post-secondaiy ed¬ 
ucation. Grade retention is 
one of the most powerful 
predictors of dropping out 
of high school, regardless of 
when retention occurs. 

• Grade retention is associ¬ 
ated with increased behav¬ 
ioural problems. 

• Grade retention can have 
a negative impact on 
achievement and social and 
emotional adjustment. 

• Retained students are 
more likely to have lower 
educational and employ¬ 
ment outcomes during late 


adolescence and early 
adulthood. 

• Retained students experi¬ 
ence lower self-esteem and 
lower rates of school atten¬ 
dance. 

Some parents and teach¬ 
ers believe that grade reten¬ 
tion may be a good practice 
in certain circumstances, 
such as if instruction has 
been inconsistent due to 
family relocation, or if a 
student had serious illness¬ 
es or emotional trauma. 
However, no studies have 
been able to predict accu¬ 
rately which students will 
benefit from being re¬

tained, and the overall evi¬ 
dence is strongly against it. 

Researchers advocate al¬ 
ternatives to grade reten¬ 
tion, such as early 
intervention when students 
experience difficulties; 
reading programs, summer 
school, and tutoring while 
working closely with par¬ 
ents. Grade retention is not 


a remedy for poor academic 
performance; specific reme¬ 
dial strategies are needed to 
support the individual stu¬ 
dent.

eedless to say, with the way Ed¬ 
monton and Calgary’s NHL 
teams are playing theses days, 
it’s more of a spat — or a hissy 
fit — than a battle. 

But the Oilers, at least, are well on their 
way to changing that, at least on their end. 

Patiently playing their rookies and 
younger guys and refusing to throw the 
baby out with the bath water by trading 
for immediate help, the Oilers have stayed 
the developmental course and are weath¬ 
ering another disappointing season. 

That’s a lot easier to do when you can 
sell your fans some not-too-distant hope — 
and Lord knows there’s lots of that to of¬ 
fer. Ask the people a few hours south in 
Calgaiy, or east in Toronto and Ottawa 
how much hope can assuage short-term 
pain. 

That’d be tough, because they don’t 
have any. 

With the talented rookies plus veterans 
like Ales Hemsky, Dustin Penner, the over¬ 
paid Shawn Horcoff and still-just-21 Sam 
Gagner (he wasn’t the sixth overall pick 
for nothing), there’s a pretty decent nucle¬ 


us of forwards. 

It’s not all perfect in Edmonton by any 
means. Currently injured defenceman 
Ryan Whitney is looking like the stud 
many believed he’d become in Pittsburgh 
following the lockout. But after him the 
defence needs help. And the goaltending 
is woeful; it’s in need of a complete over¬ 
haul. 

Because the Oilers are so young, there’s 
not a lot of help in junior or the American 
Hockey League to expect next season. But 
another lottery pick this June will mean 
another chip to play for general manager 
Steve Tambellini. 

He could use it to bolster Edmonton’s 
impressive stable of youngsters or trade 
down in the draft for more assets to make 
the team better sooner. With lots of room 
under the salary cap, he could add pretty 
much anyone in the league he’s offered. 

Tampa Bay showed that turnarounds 
can be fast in the NHL. Last season the 
Lightning finished 26th overall. This year 
they’re battling for the Southeast Division 
lead with powerhouse Washington and 
are trending upwards. 

If Taylor Hall matures as Steven 
Stamkos has the past couple of seasons, 
look out. And if Jordan Leopold, Magnus 
Paajarvi, the electric Linus Omarlc and 
Gagner follow any sort of the same suit, it 
won’t be long until the Battle of Alberta is 
completely one-sided.

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Engine performance Sonata-like design Mid-size status 


The Elantra’s all-new 1.8-litre four-cylinder 
engine is smaller than the previous 2.0-litre 
unit, but the 1.8 puts out 148 horsepower, a 
gain of 10 over the 2.0. 

It’s also about 34 kilograms lighter and is 
rated at 6.8 1/100 km in the city and a seri¬ 
ously impressive 4.9 1/100 km on the high¬ 
way, the latter value with either the 
standard six-speed manual transmission, or 
optional six-speed automatic. That’s a large 
improvement over the 2010 model. 


Hyundai’s California design studio gets 
the credit for creating the Elantra’s sil¬ 
houette. 

The stylists were obviously pretty sat¬ 
isfied with their work on the 2011 
Sonata since they clearly stuck to the 
same basic pattern, albeit in a somewhat 
smaller scale. 


The end result of Hyundai’s artistic handi¬ 
work is an Elantra that’s only a couple of 
centimetres longer than the outgoing 
model, but gains five centimetres between 
the front and rear wheels and is lower by 
nearly the same amount. 

The result is greater front and rear pas¬ 
senger legroom, while also giving the car a 
more planted appearance. 

From a technical standpoint, the 
Elantra retains its official mid-size status.

Hyundai has gone and done 
it again. 

As if stunning new-car 
buyers with the ultra-sharp 
Sonata wasn’t enough, the 
hotshot Korean automaker 
has just introduced its fifth- 
generation knoclc-your- 
soclcs-off Elantra sedan. 

For anyone unfamiliar 
with the Korean automak¬ 
er’s model lineup, the 
Elantra slots between the 
entiy-level Accent and the 
larger Sonata in Hyundai’s 
pecking order. 


For 2011 there are four 
Elantra trim levels, 
ranging in price from 
I $17,350 to $24,200. 

It was last updated for 
the 2007 model year and 
charmed buyers with a 
combination of generous 
interior space and exten¬ 
sive standard comfort and 
safety features. 

Those stellar attributes 
led to a significant uptick in 
Hyundai converts, despite 
the fact that the car’s non¬ 


descript sheetmetal and un¬ 
derwhelming fuel economy 
numbers garnered tslc-tslc 
finger wagging from some 
quarters. Whether it was 
stung from such admonish¬ 
ments, Hyundai’s all-new 
2011 Elantra, which should 
reach dealers in high vol¬ 
umes by early 2011, ad¬ 
dresses both fhel economy 
and style while improving 
on several areas where it’s 
already perceived as being 
dominant. 

Dial in a competitive 
price tag and the Elantra 
would appear to have mass- 
transit appeal written all 
over it.

It’s where you’ll find vari¬ 
ous green-themed 
exhibits, and a completely 
normal-looking Toyota 
Venza. 

But in fact this particular 
Venza is an acoustical won¬ 
der — it plays music with¬ 
out speakers. 

This “spealcer-less” car 
was put together by a Cana¬ 
dian company no less, AVG 
of Scarborough, Ont. 

AVG has already 
partnered with Bongoivi 
Acoustics to create the 
world’s first completely dig¬ 
ital sound processor acces- 
soiy certified for 
automotive use, the 
Bongoivi DPS (Digital Power 
Station) now available on 
all Toyota vehicles. 

You audiophiles out 
there have probably figured 
out already that this Venza 
uses transducers. 

A transducer is basically 
just the bottom part of a 
speaker — the heavier part 
that makes the top “paper 
cone” section vibrate. 

To make sounds, a trans¬ 


ducer must find something 
else to vibrate. 

In the Venza they 
vibrate the A-pillar trim 
panels and the entire head¬ 
liner. 

So, yes, it’s not really a 
speaker-less car — because 
the car’s interior has actual¬ 
ly become the speaker. 

And don’t think this is 
easy. 

Rob Hamelink is a chief 
engineer at Johnson 
Controls, a world-class auto 
supplier specializing in in¬ 
terior design and systems, 
and the third company in¬ 
volved in this speaker-less 
initiative. He told me that 
this is not the first attempt 
to get transducers into vehi¬ 
cles. 

“In the past we spent a 
lot of time, energy and cost, 
tiying to engineer the inte¬ 
rior materials to have 
certain (transducer-friendly) 
properties.” 

But these efforts didn’t 
create great sound, and the 
costs of such systems didn’t 
make them “manufacture- 
able.” 

Enter music legend, Tony 
Bongiovi, and his digital 
processor technology. Bon¬ 
giovi gave me this short- 
form version of how it 
works: “Basically the DPS 


has the capability to re-mix 
the music before it’s played 
in the vehicle. We know 
what we have to 
compensate for in the vehi¬ 
cle, and can re-mix the ma¬ 
terial to fit that 
environment.” 

In this way, the interior 
materials can be regular 
“cost effective” types. 

According to Bongiovi 
the sound inside the car is 
also improved over 
traditional systems, because 
the sound is, “higher, closer 
to ear level... Traditional 
car speakers are located 
lower, usually in the door 
panels. In this Venza the 
sound is coming from 
above and all around.” 

Another benefit is 
weight. 

“A similar sounding sys¬ 
tem would weigh twice as 
much,” notes Hamelink. 

He adds that the technol¬ 
ogy also enables interior en¬ 
gineers to do something 
else with the spaces that 
were previously occupied 
by large speakers. 

The team feels we will 
see and hear “spealcer-less” 
cars in two or three years. 
Any interior that will need 
to be designed or re¬ 
designed from this day for¬ 
ward will be a candidate.

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Fuel efficiency in 
a transmission 

O CVTs offer a ‘less complicated’ transmission that doesn’t feature gears 


Fuel efficiency depends on 
many factors, but one 
that’s extremely impor¬ 
tant is the transmission. 

Most use gears to trans¬ 
mit the engine’s power to 
the wheels, but continu¬ 
ously variable transmis¬ 
sions, or CVTs, use belts 
and pulleys instead. 

Conventional transmis¬ 
sions, whether manual or 
automatic, generally con¬ 
tain between four and 
eight gears. 

As the vehicle speed in¬ 
creases or decreases, either 
the driver (in a manual) or 
the transmission (if auto¬ 
matic) selects the gear 
that’s most appropriate to 
keep the engine running 
at its most efficient speed. 

But there’s another 
type, the continuously 
variable transmission

(CVT), which doesn’t have 
gears. Instead, it uses two 
pulleys with a metal belt 
between them, which pro¬ 
vides a theoretically infi¬ 
nite number of gear ratios. 

“We like to compare the 
CVT to a 10-speed bicycle,” 
says Rui Nunes, chief mar¬ 
keting manager for Nissan 
Canada, one of many au¬ 
tomakers that uses CVTs. 

“The bike uses a chain 
that rides on the front and 
rear sprockets. These 
sprockets are different 
sizes and the rider can ad¬ 
just the gears, depending 


on the type of driving. The 
CVT uses a high-strength 
steel belt that essentially 
replaces the chain on the 
bicycle, and that belt rides 
between two variable pul¬ 
leys.” 

The CVT includes a 
drive pulley, which runs 
off the engine, and a driv¬ 
en pulley, which sends 
power to the driveshaft to 
turn the vehicle’s wheels. 

When the vehicle first 
takes off, the drive pulley 
turns faster, sending en¬ 
gine torque to the second 
pulley. 

As the vehicle speed in¬ 
creases, a shift control 
valve increases the speed 
of the pulley sending pow¬ 
er to the wheels. This 
keeps the engine working 
most efficiently. 

“It’s a less-complicated 


transmission, it’s lighter, 
and it has fewer moving 
parts,” Nunes says. 

“It’s also between 10 
and 15 percent more fuel 
efficient. Nissan intro¬ 
duced the CVT originally 
back in 1992 on a very 
small compact car, but in 
mass production in North 
America, we introduced it 
in 2003 on the Murano.” 

The initial challenge 
with CVTs was making 
them robust enough for 
higher-horsepower en¬ 
gines. Nissan overcame 
this with the Murano’s 
transmission, and now sev¬ 
eral of Nissan’s vehicles 
use CVTs. 

However, there are still 
some applications where 
gears are preferred, which 
is why both types of trans¬ 
missions are used.

Manual mode 


► Some automatic transmissions have a “manual mode,” which 
lets you select sequential gears as if driving a manual 
transmission, either by moving the gearshift lever or with pad¬ 
dles mounted on the steering wheel, although they don't 
have a clutch pedal as manuals do. 

► Some CVTs also offer manual mode, even though they don't 
have gears. Instead, the transmission shifts to pre¬ 
programmed positions on the pulley and stays there until the 
next “gear” is selected.

Finding a 
Monte Carlo that suits your 
fancy shouldn’t pose a 
problem. 

Under the hood, look for 
a 3.4 litre, 180-horsepower 
V6. Due to well-document¬ 
ed problems with coolant 
and head-gaskets, this en¬ 
gine is best avoided. 

The recommended en¬ 
gine for a used shopper is 
GM’s staple ‘3800’ 3.8 litre 
V6 with about 200 horse¬ 
power. A supercharged vari¬ 
ant was available with 240. 
All models got a four-speed 


automatic transmission 
and drove the front wheels. 

Look for options includ¬ 
ing side airbags, tire pres¬ 
sure monitoring, traction 
control, OnStar and satel¬ 
lite radio — depending on 
the model in question. 

What Owners Like 
Monte Carlo owners typi¬ 
cally love their machines. 
Power, styling, mileage and 
stability in winter driving

Other than a 
potential intake manifold 
gasket problem, it can like¬ 
ly be expected to be trouble 
free. 

Same deal for the auto¬ 
matic transmission. Though 
they appear to be fairly un¬ 
problematic, several own¬ 
ers have reported hard 
shifting as the beginning of 
potential transmission is¬ 
sues which seem hard to di¬ 
agnose.

PUT A LID ON IT 

If valve caps are left 
off, the moisture in the 
valves can freeze. This 
can lead to escaped air 
and a flat tire. 


KEEP COOL 

Store your all-season 
tires in a cool, diy 
place. Pile them up to 
four high, but don’t 
stack them tread side 
down. Also, part of safe 
winter driving is know¬ 
ing when your tires are 
no longer effective. Re¬ 
place winter tires every 
two to three seasons. 


STAY WATCHFUL 

Make checking your 
tire pressure a regular 
habit. While this is 
good practice all the 
time, it’s especially im¬ 
portant in the winter 
when air pressure and 
temperatures are at 
their extremes. Good 
traction is especially 
important in the win¬ 
ter, and keeping in line 
with pressure 
guidelines helps tires 
maintain their grip. 


BE CONSISTENT 

If you choose to use 
winter tires, use them 
on all four wheels. In¬ 
consistent traction can 
be dangerous and can 
lead to sliding.
